It was economy that caused the House to talk most of the after- 
noon, and for the rest of the timer according to the open charge of

EMERGENCY 
BILL 
PASSED THROUGH 
THE UPPER HOUSE 


(From Saturday's 
Dally.) 
Tho passage of tlio emergency bill through 
tho Sennte, and lite 
progress made on tho unpaid bills measure through tho lower house 
indicates that there is a determination 
on tho part of the Jxgislatuie 
to get away from Honolulu 
as quickly as possible. 


Tho House, however, indicated as well that it would not do any- 
thing unless it had its own way about spending all the money that it 
wishes. 
During tho debate on tho amended exjenso bill that was sent 
down from tho upper house, with tho expense cut down from $20,000 
to .$13,000, there was shown a disposition to pass immediately 
a bill 
with a provision for $7,000 for tho journal printing, and as Speaker 
Ucckley put it, if tho Senato should try and hold up tho bill or induce 
tho Governor to veto it, then tho members might go home and he and 
tho clerk would stay and adjourn from day to day. 
There has been a big fight made upon tho Hackfeld wharf 
bil1, 
and it has not yet been settled. 
Tho bill for the expenses of Land 
Commissioner Boyd to "Washington 
was knocked out, there being a deal 
of talk over his charging up his hack hire and tij 
to the porters, tho 
expression of sentiment 
being that tho government should have sent 
its representations on tho land question to Wilcox, and permitted him 
to make them to the Department. 
There was little change in tho Senate action, though tho 
mci-cbandi- 
license matters were knocked out, the Fertilizer 
Company 
being tho loser, and soino general diussions on policy. 
Tho House will sit today, though tho Senate has adjourned until 
Monday.

"Jim Kill, tho man who is looking a 
over tho world to establish 
trade relations for his railroad and steamship lines, is not the man 
who would permit such derogatory utterances from one in his employ 
about a country in which at some future time ho'inight desire to 
k 
for trade." 
B. F. Dillingham 
made this statement yesterday when shown tlio 
Examiner's 
yellow correspondence relative 
to a purported 
interview 
between him and Mr. 
Fan-el-l 
of tho Hill system. 
"That is a 
statement," he said, as lie perused the article. 
"I met Mr. Farrell when he was hero and took him for a drivo 
about tho city. 
We went all over the lower part of tho town, and he 
had a good opportunity 
to see our wharves and harbor and the way 
freight is handled at this poit. 
I showed him our 
wharf facilities 
and tho methods of handling 
freight, 
which impressed him a3 being 
second to none, and he had an opportunity 
to see ten tons of sug.tr 
loaded per minute into vessels alongside tho Avharves. 
ire was very 
much, pleased with his inspection, and said it was worth his while to 
keep in touch with us in regard to what business might possibly be done 
in these islands in tho future, and I believe ho expects to call heie c l 
his way back.( 
"As to the statement of his finding us tied up to any trust indefi- 
nitely, or there being any other reason why his line should not touch 
here, unless it came from tho lack of depth in bur harbor, I have no 
way of telling whether he made it. 
Mr. 
Fan-el-l 
was here merely 
a1 
a passenger on a through steamer going to tho Orient, looking up bus 
ines. 
He said ho was greatly surprised at the advancement'' that had. 
been made here, and he told mo that ho had no idea there was such 
a large amount of business carried on at Honolulu, 
as he had never 
before been in touch with the islands. 
Everything, 
he said, seemed 
to bo 
and prosperous, with a great future. 
That was tho 
impression ho gave me, and it is entirely contrary to this article in the 
Examiner. 
"This paragraph 
here," 
said Mr. Dillingham, 
"needs refutation: 
'Mr. Dillingham made the best of a bad argument in favor of inerea-u- l 
transportation 
facilities for Hawaiian 
exjxn-ts- 
, 
but they were not 
sulli-cie-

to convince Mr. Fairell, and he finally informedMr. Dillingham 
that until

AVASIHXGTOX, 
D. C, May 13. 
Tin? animal exodus of ollieiah 
from tho city has begun, nnd it will bo six months boforo there is a 
full attendance at the high ollieial 
desks. 
Secretaries in the 
Departments 
are slipping away for the week's end to enjoy a .little flai- 
ling nt sonio convenient 
spot along the Atlantic. 
Secretaries lnvo 
themselves been lax in attendance nt tho Departments, 
for is not Pres- 
ident Itooscvelt away, and is not tho business running along smoothly 
with little except routine to attend to? 
From this time on the exodus 
will increase constantly and by midsummer there will bo only one or 
two cabinet officers in town at any time, with occasional exceptions, nnd 
tho number of important subordinated will be reduced to a minimum. 
It is the custom to oniphaii.e tho arduous duties of important 
government 
oflicials, but with an administration 
long in power nnd 
things running smoothly, it is almost surprising 
to note 
the vast 
amount 
of government 
business which can be conducted 
with only 
slight supervision by official heads. 
Tho system 
is almost evcrythii.g 
and the supervision that keeps the system in order is often, more im- 
portant than all things else. 
The government 
allows 
--a month's lcavo 
for all its oflicials, high and low, here in Washington, 
but among tho 
higher that amount is very materially 
increased by half a week heio 
and half a week there. 
President Koosevclt's return is anticipated to quicken "Washington 
for a few short days early in June. 
All through 
the Departments 
there aie questions which aro awaiting 
final reference 
to him. 
His 
presence in the AVlrito House will awaken activity all along the line, 
till he hastens away to Oyster Bay. 
Howcv er, tho President's busiest 
months aio when Congress is in session. 
The demands upon his'timo 
aro then exorbitant, but it is evidence of the many days of 
ca-- 
which 
fall to the Chief Magistrate that public business 
is not suiTcring 
from 
his absence. It is tho responsibility, more than the actual brain work, 
which wears the Presidents of tho United States, and tho periods (luting 
which they are subject to great stiain. 
THE POSTOFFICE INVESTIGATION. 
It is thought hero that the end of the now famous investigation 
of the Postoffice Depaitment is now practically at hand, as far as 
fruitful results are concerned. 
The work has been conducted 
very thoroughly by Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gcneial Eristow, who 
will keep at it several weeks yet before his formal report is ready for 
tho Postmaster 
General. 
However, tho temporary suspension of 
Mio 
tho Superintendent 
of tho Free Delivery 
Division, Mr. A. AV. Machen, 
is regarded 
as a great triumph for Mr. Eristow in his investigation. 
The 
office becomes now absolutely under the sway of Mr. Biistov 
and it is not believed that it will bo transferred 
back again to tho 
jurisdiction 
of the First Assistant Postmaster 
General, 
Mr. Wynne-- , 


whoso way has now been cleared to have his authority resceted. 
Mr. 
Wynne has a new chief in the Salaries and Allowance Division, who is 
subordinate 
to Ins directions and who is also conducting 
that bureau 
on an honest and economical plan. 
It is not believed hero that Superintendent 
Machen will ever bo 
restored to duty. 
lie is now beginning a great tight by pulling all tho 
political wires at his command, wires that aio expected to bring scoivs 
of Congressmen to his rescue, but it is doubtful if this will avail hi i 
anything. 
It is known that things have been unearthed 
which wiJl 
discredit Mr. Machen as a government 
official and cause the President 
to halt about allowing him to again appear at the head of such n largo 
bureau as that of free delivery, under which comes the expenditure 
of 
.$12, .100,000 for rural delivery alone the coming year, to say nothing of 
the city carriers in a number of important postollices 
of the count.', 
which service costs tho government 
a good many millions more. 
There is an inside history of tho investigation, not known here in 
tho states outside of a few 
people. 
Postmaster 
General Payne, in 
response to the complaints which have been nunieioiw and vigorous for 
a year or two, contemplated 
as long ago as last December to make an 
examination of tho ndministiation 
of the Department as soon as 
Con-gics- s 
might adjourn,. 
There was not to be any great publicity about it. 
and Mr. Payne would go as deeply into irregularities or as lightly into 
them as he might please. 
Tho investigation 
was not to go against 
Superintendents 
Eeaveis, of the Salaries and Allowance Division, and 
Machen, of tho Free Delivery Division, very baid. 
Tlioy have been 
tho two oflicials chiefly accused of irregularities 
and of building up an 
enormous political machine, becoming so powerful that they actually 
dictated to their immediate superior, 
tho' First Assistant Postmaster 
General. 
WYNNE'S FIGHT. 
Mr. W. M. Johnson, of New Jersey, had been run over by thc3c 
two oflicials and Mr. liobcrt J. Wynne, after Mr. Johnson had resigned 
in digust, was appointed in his place. 
Messis. Eeavers and Machen 
proceeded to make it hot for Mr. Wynne as soon as they ascertained 
that they could not run him, and then a fight was begun intended 
to 
oust Mr. Wynne from,office. 
Postmaster General Payne departed for 
a cruise in tho West Indies at the beginning of March, leaving orders 
for tho manner in which the investigation should bo conducted. 
It had 
become a matter where Mr. Wynno must fight to tho death or resign, 
and he choso to fight. 
Tho real condition of things was brought to the 
attention of President Roosevelt, and ho gave additional instructions, 
beyond thoso given by Mr. Payne. 
That is what scared Mr. Eeavers to 
resign. 
When Postmaster 
General 
Payno returned to Washington 
he 
found tho country stirred profoundly over tho disclosures of irregulai-itie- 
s 
in the Department and ho joined 
in tho zealous investigation. 
Ho hesitated to remove Mr. Machen, strongly 
intrenched, 
but solic- 
itations of Senator Lodge, the President's 
closest political friend, and 
from others high in authority hastened action. 
When Fourth Assistant 
Eristow first broached tho subject Mr. Payno rejected it stoutly, 
but 
Mr. Eristow insisted and backed by such men as Senator Lodge and 
Loud of California, tho Postmaster 
Goneral decidul 
to act, mid Mr, Machen was suspended. 
Tho belief i3 very strong that there-- hos been something like cor- 
ruption on tho part of many postal oflicials, but it is doubted whether 
this Avill over bo fully established. 
But thero aro plenty of evidence-- 
) 
of gross irregularities 
and extravagance, 
which will undoubtedly 
be 
established and which will causo the reorganization 
of the Postoflicu 
Dopartment with its ramifications to every town and city of tho country.

overwhelmingly defeated tho Lahalnas 
at baseball by a score of 19 to 8.

game was closely contested until tho 
end of tho 5th Inning th 
record stand- 
ing 5 to 4, In favor of Walluku, but In 
the 6th Inning Espinda, tho Lahalna 
pitcher, was "batted" 
out of tho box,

and on the 21st of Apiil would pay him 
another dollar providing tho horse on 
that date would tolerate a back girth. 
The Deputy Sheriff believed the Ha- 
waiian's version of the affair and upon 
tho 27th of April sent a policeman In 
company with Punial to Puunene

deliver the horse and airest tho thiof.

to Judge. 
He stated 
that there were three men In the vicini- 
ty where the crime wos committed, for 
there was 
no doubt that murder had 
been 
done. 
These were the deceased, 
the defendant Murphy and Knlo, a na- 
tive witness who claimed 
that he had 
been sent away by Murphy before the 
fatal shot was fired. 
One j)t these two 
was guilty. 
The prosecution closed 
Its case with 
tho testimony of Dr. McDonald 
wJin 
showed that the wounds 
upon Perry's 
head could have been caused only by a 
gun shot. 
Native witnesses 
alHO 
testi- 
fied to having heard Murphy say that 
Perry's death was due to a kick of the 
mule. 
One witness said also that Mur- 
phy had stated that he had been shoot- 
ing at a dog, when 
quetloned.

"I quite sympathize with the views 
you express regarding

I have been endeavoring 
to get

gress to appropriate the money to begin 
the necessary work 
of defense, 
which 
of 
course 
would 
carry

of

fences. 
They have hitherto refused to 
nuthoilzc the necessary npproprlntlons. 
This, 
however, 
Is only because of the 
necessity for large expenditure to car-

army here. 
I do not doubt 
that before very long Congress will see

MADE 
FROM 


PULP 


Mill 
Refuse 
Put 
To a New 
Use. 


The making of paper from the waste 
from the production of sisal fiber may 
shortly become a new Industry 
In Ha- 
waii should the experiments made here 
prove 
successful on the mainland. 
A 
paper 
of the finloh 
of that 
used 
for 
blotters was exhibited on Saturday at 
the special meeting 
of the stockhold- 
ers of the Hawaii Fibre Co., operating 
the sisal plantation 
near Ewa, which 
was made In this city. Prof. Edmund 
Shorey, chemist of the Board of Health, 
attesting 
officially to the success of the 
test. 
The paper was made from waste 
which fell from the decorticator of the 
sisal 
mill. 
The 
samples 
shown 
were 
similar 
In appearance 
to 
tapa, 
and 
when written upon with Ink the fluid 
did not spread, but traced 
easily. 
The experiments made here with the 
waste 
in the manufacture 
of 
saper 
have convinced 
tho stockholders that 
the material can be profitably utilized 
In the manufacture of various grades of 
paper. 
The experiment was undertak- 
en with 
crude 
appliances, 
but 
the 
stockholders feel that even If made only 
Into 
blotting 
paper, 
It would 
be a 
marked 
success. 
Mr. 
Weedon 
of the 
sisal company Is now awaiting the 
re- 
sult of experiments 
In the States, and 
Is confident 
that there will be a call for 
Hawaiian made paper, If "suitable ma- 
chinery can be brought 
here for Its 
manufacture. 
At 
the 
Saturday 
meeting 
It wns 
shown to the stockholders that 
com- 
plicated machinery was not necessary 
to transform the sisal waste Into mer- 
chantable 
paper, nnd It would 
bo tho 
means of Inci easing the percentage 
of 
gain from all that the sisal leaves could 
give. 
Statistics were displayed Indicat- 
ing that It would 
bo only n matter ot 
a few years until In Southern Califor- 
nia, 
where 
much 
Is being made ot the 
manufacture 
of paper from tho Yucca 
plant, the deserts 
will be stripped 
of 
the plants, for no effort Is being made 
to replenish them. 
It was 
shown 
also that to a ton of 
sisal fiber, there was required twenty 
tons In bulk of leaves. 
The Oahu 
com- 
pany gets live per Cent fiber from Its 
milling, 
nnd thero Is 
forty-fiv- 
e 
per cent 
waste. 
Utilizing this great percentage 
of waste In the manufacture 
of paper, 
thero would be a material reduction of 
the percentage of hiss, from a small ex- 
penditure In the beginning, for the 
paper- 


-making 
machinery. 
Th0 stockholders 
endorsed tho 
pro- 
posal 
ot the directors to Increase tho 
capital 
stock of tho company 
from 
J37.&00 
to 
$73,000. 
The 
treasurer's 
re- 
port showed 
thero was cash on hand, 
but Instead of distributing 
cash ns a 
dividend It was voted to declare a stock 
dividend, paying 
thirty-thre- 
e 
nnd 
one-thi- 
rd 
per cent 
to the original 
stock- 
holders, and leaving 
$23,000 worth 
of 
stock to be sold, the stockholders 
hav- 
ing first call on tho stock. 
The 
object of the. Incrense 
of 
the 
capital stock Is to enlarge the area of 
the plantation 
and put 
In additional 
machinery which 
will bo necessary 
be- 
fore 
tho year closes, 
oven though 
tho 
nrea of cultivation 
Is not 
Increased. 
The last ndvlces from tho Const 
show- 
ed that sisal was selling nt nine cents a 
pound, or S1S0 a ton. 
Tho 
company 
proposes 
to take 
up 
2.000 acres of now land above the sugar 
lines of tho plantations about Slsnl. 
In 
nbout n month's time the mill will have 
been overhauled and enlarged and will 
then be ready to work on a crop of 300 
to 100 ncres awnltlng cutting. 
The new 
machinery proposed 
will hnvo clutches 
nnd shoes which 
will take euro of the 
smaller leaves.. At present 
only 
the 
larger leaves 
aro 
handled 
nnd 
the 
smaller ones go to waste. 
New sets of 
machinery will call for a sorting of the 
leaves Into various 
sizes,

In this 
wny little waste will bo caused.

House 
May Hold 
the Expense 
Bill. 


With the emergency bill a law, and 
the unpaid bills 
measure 
practically 
through 
on 
second 
reading 
In the 
House, 
there seems some likelihood 
of 
an early end to legislative labor. 
This 
is the 
twenty-secon- d 
day of the extra 
session. 
There is but ono cloud 
in the other- 
wise clear sky 
the House expense bill. 
Tho House has agreed 
to the Senate 
action 
in reducing the amount 
from 
$20,00u 
to $13,000 and the bill was ready 
for signature 
of the Governor on 
Sat- 
urday but, for the certification of Presi- 
dent Crabbe of the Senate. 
The House 
clerk 
spent 
the 
morning in a vain 
search for th,e President of the Senate, 
and though emissaries from the hungry 
ones 
of the lower house hunted high 
and 
low, 
they 
failed 
to get upon 
Crabbe's track, and without his 
b'lgna-tur- e 
the bill could not bo sent to Gov- 
ernor Dole. 
And 
so the members of the House 
wero 
compelled 
to 
wait 
three 
entire 
days. 
All the vouchers for tho salaries 
of the legislators had been made out 
the day previous, 
and 
tho warrants 
were 
ready as well for tho Impatient 
clerks, Interpreters and other help. 
So 
though 
they 
nil 
waited 
about the 
Treasurer's 
office until long past noon, 
for the key which was to unlock the 
golden stream, it was all In vain. 
And 
there 
wns 
much disappointment 
and 
wailing and gnashing of teeth thereat. 
The 
members of tho House are 
re- 
ported as being still dissatisfied with 
the action of the Sennte. 
They declare 
now that they will not pass the Senate 
expense 
bill for 
$3,000 
until that body 
passes the 
$7,000 
bill, which Is to pay 
for past expenses 
of the House. 
And 
what Is more they want a promise from 
the Senators that no Influence 
will be 
brought to bear to secure a veto of this 
latter bill. 
So all la all it does not look ns 
if 
there will bo much smooth sailing after 
all, for tho Senators do not relish any 
more than the members of the House 
postponement of action upon their bill. 
Although most of the Senntors do not 
stand 
In need ot the money, 
they have 
little 
expenses 
which 
must 
be met. 
And though tho Senate held tho House 
bill for two weeks, 
tho House has held 
the Senate bill for a considerably great- 
er length of time. 
Some members of the House fear an- 
other complication 
In view ot tho 
langunge of Speaker Beckley 
last week. 
He then declared that If the 
Governor did not sign the House bills 
aggregating 
$20,000 
he wouid advise the 
members to go home nnd ho nnd tho 
clerk would stay nnd adjourn from day 
to day. 
It seems 
to be the opinion 
of 
some members thnt this sort 
of talk 
may block everything. 
The Governor, 
It 
Is thought, 
may well pause before 
he signs tho House bill, with n prospect 
that the money would be spent without 
securing a completo 
session 
of 
the 
Legislature. 
It 
Is the belief 
of some 
members thnt none ot tho bills should 
be signed until all are In his hands. 
Probably however these little 
differ- 
ences 
may bo settled by tho 
legisla- 
tors and all their 
time given to 
tho 
Interest 
of tho public nt 
largo. 
Tho 
House 
s still at work upon the unpaid 
bills and unless the Hackfeld Item calls 
for another outburst 
of 
impassioned 
oratory, the bill may pass second 
read- 
ing today. 
In tho Jenute thero Is nothing up for 
consideration 
except the six months' 
current 
expense 
bill, nnd this will 
be 
rend for a third time today. 
Then un- 
less the House nets quickly and finishes 
either the eighteen months bill or tho 
loan bill the 
Sennte will 
bo without 
work, nnd mny stnrt for Itself upon ono 
of these bills. 
It was 
the 
orlclnnl 
agreement that 
tho House 
tnke the 
current 
nnd loan appropriation 
bills, 
and the Senate the salary, unpaid bills 
and emergency bills, 
Tho upper hotue
